More than 2,600 employes of 
the Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea

"For more than a year, de­

said. "The plan which makes 
these payments possible Is be­ 
ing reconsidered each quarter 
year for revision to meet chang­ 
ing conditions of the emergency."

The military compensation plan 
provides A A P employes In 
service with 20 per cent of their 
annual salary In equal monthly 
installments. All qualified' full 
time and part time employes 
working more than 30 hours a 
week were made eligible for 
compensation not to exceed $100 
a month. In addition, the com­ 
pany assumed payment of prem­ 
iums on the group Insurance 
policies held by the men. 

Spread Over Year
The company's first quarter 

report on the plan's operation

showed payments totaling J98,- 
183, Including Insurance, to 1,730 
men; the second quarter totaled 
$150,340 for 2,516 men. Addition­ 
al Inductions and enlistments In­ 
creased these flgureu until at 
the present time more than 2,600 
former employes are receiving 
compensation at the rate of 
$700,000 a year.

"Instead of paying the addi­ 
tional compensation in a lump 
sum, the company believed such 
payment would be of more prac­ 
tical value to the employes If It 
were spread over the year," 
Hartfort said. "This was done 
In the hope that the payments 
would better enable the men In 
service to meet responsibilities 
Incurred In private life."
